Pomona, MSAC seek 
$1 million to hire trainees

The City of Pomona and Mt. San An­ 
tonio College today asked the federal 
governm ent for a total of $1 million to 
hire 115 trainees for work under a new 
version of the Public Em ploym ent Pro­ 
gram . 


The 
present 
program 
under 
the 
Emergency Employment Act is to be 
phased out in June. 
But under the 
Comprehensive 
Employment 
and 
Training Act, passed by Congress in 
late 1973, PEP is kept alive and well 
with a healthy allotment. In this area, 
Los Angeles County becomes the prim e 
sponsor. 


The two requests were submitted to 
the county separately. Pomona is ask­ 
ing for a total of $730,000 to finance 84 
positions, including trainees and skilled 
workers to be used in the work of the 
Valley Association of Cities. 


Mt. San Antonio College is requesting 
$314,000 for 31 positions in maintenance 
and office work. 


Although most of the requests are di­ 
rected at hiring veterans and the eco­ 
nomically disadvantaged for on-the-job 
training, some of the new employes 
will 
come 
from 
the 
ranks 
ol 
the 
skilled. 
Joseph Korpsak. 
Pomona assistant 
city administrator, said the act allows 
hiring skilled people if they are either 
unemployed or under employed. 
He 


said the act perm its a salary range of 
up to $10,090 a year. 
The program pays 100 per cent of 
the cost of training. There is a provi­ 
sion that if the trainees w ork out on 
tlv? job they should be hired perm an­ 
ently as vacancies occur. 
Both Korpsak and Jam es Simpson, 
vice president in charge on business 
affairs at MSAC, agreed that the PEP 
project has worked out well during the 
past three years. 
Of the 35 persons hired by the city 
only 10 or 15 are still in training; the 
rest are on permanent status, Korpsak 
said. Simpson said a large portion of 
those hired by the college also have 
w’orked out well. 
“We think it’s a good 
program,” 
Simpson 
told 
the 
MSAC 
board 
of 
trustees Thursday night. 
“ Not 
only 
does it give us the additional help we 
need, it also provides us with a pool 
from which we can hire experienced 
help from time to tim e.” 
The new program goes into effect in 
April, but the funding does not start 
until July 1. 
Neither Simpson nor Korpsak was 
sure 
that 
their 
requests 
would 
be 
eranted in full. But both expressed op­ 
timism for substantial grants. 
Korpsak’s request includes a prop­ 
osal for the newly formed Valley Asso- 
cution of Cities, which has been set up 
to deal primarily with abandoned hous­ 
ing in the Pomona Valley. 
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Expert on aging says young persons 
worry more of dying than parents 


HOUSTON (UPI) — An expert on old 
age says younger persons are more 
worried about dying than their aging 
parents. 
Dr. Roy Varner, a psychiatrist with 
the Texas Research Institute of Mental 
Sciences, 
said 
Thursday 
“younger 
people view life as a fatal illness” and 
are unable to accept the reality of 
death. 
“ Most younger people, between the 
ages of 30 and 60, seem to feel that the 
major emotional concerns of later life 
have to do with the fact that you are 
going to die.” 
Varner is a geriatric researcher who 
treats the aged exclusively. He said 
some people who bring elderly parents 
for treatment are hostile when there is 
no encouragement given to extending 
the life of an aged person. 
He said some children try to rein­ 
force their own insecurity by trying al­ 


ternative methods of saving their par­ 
ents. 
“ A number of adult children come in 
with a parent on all kinds of crazy 
vitamin and health food regimens, all 
concealing fantasies that they might 
prevent aging,” he said. 
Elderly persons actually worry more 
about other things than death, he said. 
“The fear of death is not the main 
thing we see. Money, pain, lonliness 
—the usual aspects of human misery. 
A number of fem ales have a panicky 
fear that maybe their husbands will 
die. It’s not so much the loss, but the 
lonliness that would occur.” 
Varner said the latest research reve­ 
als that some elderly 
persons 
fear 
death because life has been unfulfilling 
or cruel or because death means they 
won’t have a chance to correct certain 
wrongs committed either by them or 
upon them.

He holds the record at

average. He was one of three drivers 
who have surpassed the 200-mile-an- 
hour b arrier at the Ontario Speedway. 
The Revlon heir had his best finish 
in the Indianapolis 500 in 1971, when he 
claim ed second place behind A1 Unser. 
Revson did not drive in the most re­ 
cent California 500, held M arch 10, be­ 
cause of a conflict with his G rand Prix 
schedule. 
Revson died enroute to hospital after 
the crash on the Kyalami Circuit near 
Johannesburg 
Track witnesses said Revson’s car 
went out of control and burst 
into 
flam es as it left the track.

Public's help asked in identifying murder victim 


SAN 
DIMAS — Sheriff’s 
homicide 


investigators today asked help from 


the public in their attempt to identify 


the body of an apparent murder victim 


found burning here Wednesday morn­ 


ing. 
Lt. David Hagthrcp, who heads the 
investigation, said authorities have re­ 
ceived many queries concerning mis­ 
sing persons but none has led to the 
identification of the victim now re­ 
ferred to as a John Doe. 
An autopsy was performed on the re­ 


mains Thursday by coroner’s surgeons. 
Hagthrop declined to reveal, however, 
what caused the victim ’s death. 
The flaming body was found about 50 
feet off Gladstone Street on a grassy 
knoll overlooking a chicken ranch. It 
was charred from the w aist up, mak­ 
ing identification by features impos­ 
sible. The flam es had burned off all 
the clothing, except a pair of brown 
socks, but fragments of material were 
recovered making it possible to deter­ 
mine what the victim had worn, Hagth­ 
rop said. 


He said the victim probably was a 


male Caucasian who could have rang­ 


ed from 23 to 31. There is a remote 


chance, Hagthrop said, that he was a 


light-skinned Negro. 


The victim had tight, curly brown or 
black hair, and a full beard and mus­ 
tache. He was 5 feet 8 and weighed 180 
pounds. 
Fragments of clothing 
indi­ 
cated that he wore metallic-green trou­ 
sers, a beige or white shirt, a white 
T-shirt and white shorts. 
Remains of a white terrycloth towel 


were found on the body. 


Hagthrop said he doubts there is a 


connection between the John Doe homi­ 


cide and the stabbing death the day 


before of a Corona man. 


In the latter case, the body of J. W. 
Clements, 49, was found in the Live 
Oak Canyon area near La Verne. He 
had been stabbed to death. Hagthrop 
said, however, that the motive tor the

tankers has been averted. 
Gasoline still will no! be plentiful in 
Southern California this weekend, but 
there will he a dram atic increase in 
the num ber of stations open, particu­ 
larly on Sunday, according to state 
energy officials, oil com panies and the 
Automobile Club of Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
About 16 per cent of the gasoline sta­ 
tions in the area plan to be open this 
Sunday , com pared to less than one per 
cent for the past several weeks, ac­ 
cording to the auto club. At least 10 
station* of the 337 surveyed will be 
open at least part of the day on Sun­ 
day, the auto club said.

Lower beef prices hold 
down overall food hikes 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The annual 
co«t of a typical fam ily food m arket 
basket jumped $52 to another new re- 
(ord of $1,732 in February, government 
reports indicate. 


An 
adm inistration 
food 
economist 
predicted a further increase may be 
shown when figures for M arch are 
gathered. But he said declines in beef 
prices this month probablv will hold 
the overall food rise to a slower pace 
than reported tor February'. 


The February m arket basket, rising 
for the 4fh straight month and setting 
a 
new 
record 
for the second con­ 
secutive month. 3-1 per cent above the 
January annual estim ate of $1.680. ft 
w*as $323, or 22.9 per cent, above the 
annual market basket cost ot S1.409 in 
February, 1973. 


The m arket basket 
represents the 
cost of a selection of U.S.farm-pro­ 
duced foods needed to feed a hypothe­ 
tical average “household” of 3.2 per­ 
sons for a year. Agriculture D epart­ 
ment economists, who originated the 
basket price series, stress that it does 
not show what any individual or av er­ 
age family actually spends on food hut 
does serve as a reliable therm om eter 
m easuring upc and 
downs 
in 
food 
prices. 


Among other things, the m arket bas­ 
ket does not specifically match any in­ 
dividual fam ily’s purchasing patterns 
because it i* restricted to measuring 
changes in U.S. farm-produced food«. 
This means it om its some Hems like 
seafoods and toffee. 


Ihe Agriculture Departm ent is pre­ 
paring to issue soon its monthly m ar­ 
ket basket report showing how much ot 
the January-to-February 3.1 per cent 
increase was due to higher tarro prices 
and how much may have been due to 
changes in m arketing costs. The total 
retail cost of the February basket was 
calculated independently by newsmen 
using a February food price index pub­ 
lished Thursday as pan of the Labor 
D epartm ent’s Consumer Price Index. 
A griculture Secretary Earl L. Butz, 
who says about two-thirds ot the 12 per 


•'em gain in tood prices predicted by 
his D epartm ent for 1974 is already be- 
hind us. added Thursday that the Febr­ 
uary food increase w as inflated by li­ 
vestock prices. 


“ This (F ebruary figure) comes at a 
tim e when we had high livestock prices 
due to governm ent interference in the

CHARLOTTESVILLE, 
Va. 
(U PI) — R esearchers at the 
University of Virginia say the 
drug Croceten m ay soon be 
used to treat arteriosclerosis, 
or hardening of the arteries, 
a common disease which last 
year killed about 
a 
million 
p e r s o n s 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Dr. John Gainer of the Uni­ 
versity’s School of Engineer­ 
ing 
said 
Thursday 
he 
has 


used the drug to cure the dis­ 
ease in laboratory rats and 
rabbits. The University has 
patented 
the 
drug 
and 
is 
negotiating with drug firm s to 
speed up developm ent of the 
drug for hum an use, Gainer 
said. 
“ So far, there have been no 
harm ful side effects," Fainer 
said. 
“ The 
drug com panies 
say it will take another six to 
eight years before it is ready 


for general use. but 1 believe 
that necessary research can 
be done in a year or two."

Losing money, going out of business, 
but farmers 'never had it so good' 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
- 
Most cattle feeders are losing 
money, hog producers are in 
trouble and dairy farmers are 
going out of business, but 
President 
Nixon 
generally 
was correct that “ farmers ne­ 
ver had it so good,” says 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Earl 
Butz. 
Nixon was correct “ in the 
aggregate” when he said agr­ 
iculture is doing well, Butz 
said, because “ the plain truth 
is that last year net farm in­ 
come was at a record of over 
$2ô billion, which was up $6 


billion from the year before.” 
Bait Butz has conceded that 
“ some 
individual 
parts 
of 
agriculture are in trouble,” 
and acknowledged concern by 
the House Republican Caucus 
about adverse farmer reac­ 
tion to Nixon’s remarks Tues­ 
day night in Houston. Rep. 
Wiley Mayne, 
R-Iowa, told 
Butz he received 20 telephone 
calls. 
“ The cattle feeder is losing 
money and is discouraged 
a b o u t expanding...and hog 
producers are in 
trouble,” 
Butz said. 


Some dairy farmers, hard 
pressed by rising feed costs, 
have been going out of busi­ 
ness and “ this is serious and 
has to be reversed,” 
Butz 
said. 
In Hawarden, Iowa, leaders 
of the Sioux County Cattle­ 
men’s Association, in a pro­ 
test telegram to the White 
House, challenged Nixon to 
come to Iowa to see if far­ 
mers there “ never had it so 
good.”

Teachers to plead for continuing bilingual education 


POMONA — A proposal that 
Po­ 


mona School 
District 
fund 
the bili- 
ngual-bicultural program next year — 
should it be unsuccessful in obtaining 
federal-state funding — will be pre­ 
sented at T uesday’s school board m eet­ 
ing bv Associated Pomona Teachers 
(A PT). 


Spokesman for APT. a United Teach­ 
ing Profession chapter representing 88 
per cent of the certificated employes in 
the district, will be executive director 
Del Pfeifer. 


Presentations in support of the bili- 
ngual-bicultural program will be given 


by bilingual resource specialist M artha 
Gonzalez and L arry Y tuarte. a bili­ 
ngual teacher at Hamilton school. 
Federal assistance for the district 
program will be term inated June 30. In 
late February, the school board author­ 
ized adm inistrators to apply for $255,- 
455 additional funding from the Ele­ 
m entary and Secondary Education Act, 
Title VII. 
Pomona schools have received this 
funding five consecutive years. A sixth 
year of funding is aw arded districts 
with program s of exceptional m erit or 
prom ise that prove exceptionally u r­ 
gent need. 


Under 
the 
bilingua 1-bicultural 
pro­ 
gram this year, there are 19 class­ 
rooms at 11 schools — eight elem enta­ 
ry and three secondary — with bili­ 
ngual teachers, bilingual aides and bili­ 
ngual m aterials. 
E lem entary pupils receive instruc­ 
tion in language, m ath, reading and 
English as a second language in Span­ 
ish. 
At the secondary level, the students 
receive instruction in Spanish, in world 
history. 
U.S. 
history, 
m ath, 
health 
science, leadership, literature of Me­ 
xico and the Southwest and also Eng­ 
lish as a second language. 


The current program is supervised 
by a director, a resource specialist, 
two clerical employes, two com m unity 
aides and a half-tim e statistician. 
Next year, if funding is m ade avail­ 
able either through Title VII or from 
the district, the program would contin­ 
ue at this level with the possibility of 
classroom s added 
at 
m any 
of 
the 
schools where principals and staff are 
requesting expansion. 
Some money would be used for inser­ 
vice training for teachers, and some 
for books and m aterials which would 
be critical it the program w ere ex­ 
panded. 


Currently there are 1,052 pupils en­ 
rolled 
in 
the 
district’s 
19 
bilingual 
classroom s. 
There are more than 4,000 pupils in 
Pomona 
schools 
with 
Spanish 
sur­ 
names. More than 3,000 of these have 
been identified by the state as coming 
from homes wTiere Spanish is spoken 
regularly. 
APT feels that Spanish-speaking stu­ 
dents w'ho m ake a transfer from domi­ 
nant language to a second language in 
school without specialized 
assistance 
suffer some loss of basic skills and 
concepts in academ ic subjects while 
learning English. 


Miss Gonzalez and Y tuarte will tell 
the school board th at bilingual and bi- 
cultural education is a positive philoso­ 
phical approach to education “ that de­ 
velops the learn er’s assets by rem ov­ 
ing institutional, language and cultural 
b arriers and restrain ts.” 


They feel it offers the prom ise of 


equal education to learn and succeed 
to all students and should be an inte­ 
gral p art of the curriculum . 


Bilingual-bicultural 
education, 
they 
claim , is not rem edial, com pensatory 
or enrichm ent. They say it is basic 
education.

f an you tell me where to go for help to collect child support 
from two absent fathers? 
1 cannot afford a private attorney so I don’t know w here to 
turn. 
My son’s father has been paying through a Los Angeles 
court. I took him to court several years ago. He was ordered 
to pay $40 per month plus $20 on arre ars he owed me. 
i was told that as long as he paid $40 per month he would 
not be pressed for the arrears. 
In January of this year I received a letter from the court 
trustee in Los Angeles slating that since I w as now not on 
w elfare, the trustee was no longer handling the case and my 
form er husband would he instructed to send paym ent directly 
to me. 
In San Bernardino I filed for child support for my two girls. 
I was told that the district attorney’s office could send a 
letter to the girls’ father asking him to pay but that it couldn’t 
he enforced because the office no longer issues a crim inal 
com plaint. 
In the past five years we have been on w elfare for two or 
three m onths three different tim es and the county collected 
child support then. 
I do not understand why if you are on w elfare the county 
goes all out to collect hut if you are trying to stand on your 
own feet you are told the county can do nothing. 
My husband had a tum or rem oved from his lung a year ago 
and has been forced to give up his occupation. We got the job 
of assistant m anager at the apartm ent building where he lives. 
We are trying to m ake it without w elfare assistance. 
With six of us to feed and clothe we need a little help. — 
Mrs. V. T., Chino. 


Our inquiry to the district attorney’s office in San B ernar­ 
dino brought a response from R ichard S. Reid, chief of the 
child support division. 
He told us that two weeks before he received our letter, the 
father of your girls had received a letter from the district 
attorney’s office dem anding that he m ake arrangem ents to 
support his daughters. 
A few days after our letter arrived, the father signed an 
agreem ent to pay $51 every other week. 
In the case of your son. he advised that since he would be 18 
in a few months, the m ost appropriate action would be to 
leave things as they are. 
He said his office does not have the authority to enforce the 
l os Angeles County court order. He doubts w hether a crim inal 
hearing could be held before your son becom es 18. 
Since we have received other letters com plaining about ina­ 
bility to collect child support, we asked w hether it is true that 
a father can only be asked but cannot be com peled to support 
his children. 
He said that in the experience of his office, enforcem ent of 
child support under California Penal Code 270 is not an effec­ 
tive rem edy. 
The penal code states that the offense is a m isdem eanor and 
punishable by a fine not exceeding $1,000 or by im prisonm ent 
in a county jail not exceeding one year, or by both 
Reid said this does not m ean a lather cannot be compelled 
to support his children. 
“ In our opinion enforcem ent by a civil action in the Superior 
Court provides a far m ore effective enforcem ent rem edy and 
enforcem ent under the various civil sections will be initiated in 
every possible case.” he told us. 
He stated that the father has a legal and m oral obligation to 
support his children and that if he fails to m eet responsibility 
aggressive court action will be taken to compel hint to do.

New bandits of 
the Old West 


There's a lot more hustling than rustling going on 
in the modern West, ’podner. 
The hustler wouldn't dream of stealing somebo­ 
dy's steer; he’d never knock you down on the street 
and lift your wallet. But each year he talks thou­ 
sands 
of 
naive-greedy-softhearted 
(or 
headed) 
people out of millions of their hard-earned dollars 
by selling them a subdivided lot in the middle of 
nowhere, along with a dream of making a nice buck 
when the land is developed “in a few years." 
In “The Land Hustlers.” a recent series of ar­ 
ticles distributed by Newspaper Enterprise Assn., 
author Anthony Wolff noted that the federal Office 
of Interstate Land Sales Regulation (OILSR), in or­ 
der to protect consumers from deceptive salesmen, 
now requires developers to provide buyers with a 
property’ report describing the land. 
Unfortunately, while it does give some relevant 
information, “with the way most subdivision lots 
are sold under pressure by salesmen trained in 
sleight-of-mouth, the report is next to useless," says 
Wolff. 
It is a forbidding document dealing with encum­ 
brances, easements and other technical matters dif­ 
ficult to understand. And though the OILSR points 
out that “this report is not a recommendation or 
endorsement of the offering,’’ it may actually lend 
respectability to the fast-talking salesman, who can 
quite truthfully say that he is regulated by the gov­ 
ernment. 
The way things are now is bad enough, but at 
least die land in question remains ecologically un­ 
disturbed. There’s another way in which the govern­ 
ment, in an attempt to insure that the land promoters 
live up to their promises, may be working against 
the best interests of the public. 
Within eight years after offering property in a 
subdivision for sale, the seller must provide access 
to the subdivision by road and also rough in the 
subdivision streets by bulldozer. 
Not only is the latter requirement relatively 
simple and inexpensive, it will be a great selling 
point to use with future “investors." “Look." the 
hustler can say. “We’re already putting in the 
streets." 
Thousands of years from now archeologists pro­ 
bably will puzzle over these strange markings in the 
middle of arid areas. What earthly reason, they will 
wonder, did the ancients have for making them? 
Could they possibly have been landing strips for 
gods from outer space?

New York had its trvlon and perisphere in 1939. 
Seaiile its space needle in 1962. The symbol chosen 
for the upcoming Expo ’74 World’s Fair in Spokane. 
Wash., is the Mobius strip. 
Named after August Ferdinand .Mobius, a 19th- 
century German mathematician and theoretical as­ 
tronomer. the Mobius strip is one of the simplest 
yet most intriguing geometrical figures ever dis­ 
covered — a ribbon with only one side. 
Anyone can make a Mobius strip by taking a rib­ 
bon of paper and touching the ends together to form 
a loop. One end is then flipped over the loop glued 
closed. A line drawn on the ribbon will go all the 
way around the entire surface and eventually meet 
itself — "just as man inevitably meets himself in 
the consequences of his actions in the natural^ envi­ 
ronment of which he is an inseparable part, 
say 
the promoters of the exposition. 
The Mobius strip was picked as the symbol of 
Expo ’74. whose theme is “Celebrating Tomorrow s 
Fresh. New Environment." because it illustrates the 
unity of man and his natural surroundings. These 
represent a continuum, just as the Mobius strip does. 
does. 
. 
It’s an appropriate symbol any way you look at it. 
Life todav seems more and more like a Mobiu> 
strip, with everybody going around in circles and 
not seeming to get anywhere. 


Sherpa shortage 


Since everybody seems to lie playing "Can You 
Top This?" on the subject of shortages, be advised 
that in the Himalayas they’re running out of 
Sherpas. 
No less than 22 mountaineering teams from eight 
countries plan to take the Himalayas this spring, 
reports the National Geographic Society, and many 
of these expeditions will be hard-pressed to find ex­ 
perienced Sherpa guides. 
The famous mountain men who have successfully 
guided assaults on towering giants like Mount Ever­ 
est now apparently prefer to shepherd tourist hiking 
groups at less demanding lower altitudes. 
“They’ pay us equally well, and il is not such a 
back-breaking job." the Geographic quotes one 
Sherpa climbing veteran. 
Sharp fellows, those Sherpas. 


WASHINGTON — The taxpayers are 
bailing out another giant corporation, 
Rockwell International, which had been 
stuck 
with 
a 
lavish. 
out-of-the-way 
building it couldn’t use. 
Now the G eneral Services 
Admin­ 
istration has agreed to take over the 
unoccupied building in exchange for 
governm ent-owned property, which the 
corporation is leasing but would like to 
acquire. 
The $20 million facility, which the 
taxpayers are about to take off Rock­ 
w ell’s hands, is located about 40 m iles 
outside of Los Angeles. It is a magnifi­ 
cent building, nestled in the rolling 
hills of Laguna Niguel. 
B ecause of a cutback in military 
electronics procurem ent, however, it 
has rem ained em pty since its comple­ 
tion 
in 
1971. 
Quite 
understandably, 
Rockwell officials have been eag er to 
unload the white elephant, which has 
cost the com pany m ore than $1 million 
a year m erely to m aintain. 
About a y ear ago, GSA advised Con­ 
gress of its intention to exchange three 
“ surplus'* facilities in Los Angeles for 
the Laguna Niguel building. The ap­ 
praisers determ ined the value of the 
swapped properties w as approxim ately 
the sam e. 
The deal would have gone through a 
m onth later, except for the strong op­ 
position of Rep. Jack Brooks, D-Tex., 
whose G overnm ent O perations subcom ­ 
m ittee doggedly m onitors G S \. 
Brooks’ year-long probe has deter­ 
mined that GSA has actually received 
reservations for only about half of the 
750,000 square feet in the huge Rock-

well plant. And some of those requests. 
Brooks felt, were suspect. 
The P resident’s San Clemente estate, 
for exam ple, is only about 10 miles 
aw ay and already about 20.000 square 
feet have been designated as a "tem ­ 
porary presidential docum ents storage 
are a." But most of the governm ent of­ 
ficials, who eventually will inhabit the 
building, live 30 to 40 miles aw ay in 
the Los Angeles area. GSA officials 
vigorously deny that the $20 million 
building w as purchased m ore for the 
convenience of President Nixon than 
the government employes it is sup­ 
posed to house. 
"The GSA has m isled Congress and 
the public about the need 
for this 
space," Brooks told us. "in an effort to 
justify the acquisition.’’ He complained 
that "there is no public transportation, 
no low or middle income housing in the 
area, and it is going to cost the gov­ 
ernm ent millions to provide the^e serv- 
i c e s 
a n d 
to

agencies" to Laguna Niguel. 
GSA boss Arthur Sampson told us, in

He m ade no effort to conceal his 
feelings tow ard Brooks. “ I’m tired of 
being nice to. . .our dear old friend” 
on Capitol Hill, Sampson stated, com­ 
plaining that Brooks had delayed the 
acquisition of the facility for alm ost a 
year.

Stiff upper lip 
prevails in Japan 


TOKYO — It is possible to talk, as I have, of the 
prevailing high spirit in Japan and almost in the 
same breath to report properly that the oil crisis 
and the general problem of inflation have thrown 
this nation into a near-frenzy of confusion and un­ 
certainty. 
Admittedly, what one high official calls the “pa­ 
nicky days" when a much steeper oil import cut­ 
back was feared but did not materialize, are over. 
But the sustaining spirit has to override almost 
daily events and pronouncements which would drive 
most countries to collective madness. 
Knowledgeable Japanese leaders in government 
and business are well aware that all the great in­ 
dustrial powers are engulfed in one way or another 
with the same puzzling issue: When, if ever in the 
foreseeable future, will inflation be brought under 
some kind of reasonable control and stability re­ 
stored? 
But the matter is particularly perplexing for Ja­ 
pan. where in truth government-busi ness collabora­ 
tion in production, trade promotion, growth policies 
and research and development is conducted with 
such control that it is correct to see the country as 
one huge corporation. 
When I visited here in late 1971, the Japanese 
were reeling from the shock of President Nixon's 
suddenly announced stringent trade controls. They 
were angry and fearful, yet they felt that if they did 
certain specific things — accepted a quota agree­ 
ment on textile exports to America, up-valued their 
currency, imposed voluntary restraints on exports of 
automobiles and electronic goods, lowered their own 
barriers to some U.S. products — they could regain 
control of their situation. They did these things and 
more, and their growth pace held at the miracle 
speed of 10 per cent through 1973. 
This time it is different. They feel themselves in 
the grip of economic forces beyond their control, 
and that is a most uncomfortable position for a 
people accustomed to living by its own wits — pul­ 
ling in the vital resources ii lacks to sustain an 
industrial society, selling its products far and wide, 
measuring the intake and outgo almost with a cali­ 
pers. 
It is hard to see top officials today. Government 
and business leaders alike are on steady call at the 
Japanese Diet, whose 498-member lower house is 
pounding away in search of solutions to the menac­ 
ing inflation. 
Oil prices are under temporary freeze, while 
Prime Minister Tanaka and his various consultants 
try to figure out how much to let the prices rise. 
Meantime, the major world producers are complain­ 
ing bitterly at what they say are unsustainable los­ 
ses. even as they deny scare reports they might cut 
Japanese supplies by 25 per cent if adjustments 
aren’t made soon. 
I talked to Sohei Mizuno, president of the Arabian 
Oil Co., in hope of getting a wide-ranging discussion 
of oil prospects. He seemed obsessed by price un­ 
certainties, and disposed briefly though courteously 
of my questions about reserves, future development, 
new technologies, other energy sources. 
The highly 
influential Yoshizane Iwasa, hoard 
chairman of the powerful Fuji Bank, puts himself 
among the optimists. Yet, since I spoke with him in 
Washington only a few weeks ago, he has widened 
the Japanese economic prospect for 1974 to include 
a possible $10 billion balance of payments deficit 
instead of the outside limit of $8 billion he set ear­ 
lier. 
Japanese newspapers, always crammed w’ith in­ 
formative detail, recite such varied matters as a 
likely decline this quarter in vital sales of machine­ 
ry, the diminishing chance that — with rising rent 
and food costs — university students in Tokyo will 
be able to make ends meet, the dispatch this week 
of government investigators to check on the length, 
width and weight of toilet and tissue paper being 
sold (both are scarce and subject to price hikes.) 
A night or tw'o ago, I caught sight of a nearlv 
endless line of banner-hearing workers, heading for 
a rally as part of labor’s annual “spring offensive” 
for higher wages. The crusihing demands inflation 
has put upon their earnings — even though they 
made good gains in 1973 — has led them to pose 
stiffer and more sweeping proposals than ever this 
year. A general strike is threatened for April, unless 
government negotiators and-or the Diet can offer 
enough satisfaction to cool off the militant mood.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
proposal to wipe out pay toi­ 
lets in government buildings 
was attacked Wednesday be­ 
fore a Senate committee 
But 
the 
measure 
finally 
cleared the Health and Wel­ 
fare Committee with a 7-4 
vote, the bare minimum re­ 
quired. 
Opposition came from the 
County Supervisors Associa­ 
tion. the Association of Cali- 
f o r n i a Airport Executives, 
and the Nik-O-Lok Co. which 
installs and maintains pay 
tmlet locks. 
They said it would squeeze 
their income. 
Assemblywoman March K. 
Fong, D-Cakland, sponsored 
the measure (AB1650) which 
was advanced to an uncertain 
future in the Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
Mrs. Fong said pay toilets 
discriminate 
against 
wom­ 
en. 
“ This bill is really '-ometh- 
tng the people of California 
want,” she said. 
The bill, backed by the Na­ 
tional Organization for Wom­ 
en, would outlaw pay toilets 
in any establishment operated 
by 
state, 
city, 
or 
county 
agencies. 
Spokesmen for the super­ 
visors and airport executives 
said the proposed ban would 
deprive local governments ot 
muchneeded revenue. 
Pride in public toilets was 
broueht into the debate by J. 
F. Ewald of the manufac­ 
turing 
company 
w’ho 
said 
many people prefer a pay toi­ 
let to a free one. 
‘‘The public seems to res­ 
pect pay toilets more than 
f r e e 
ones,” 
he 
insisted. 
“ When they pay for them 
they seem to take better care 
of them.” 
Mrs. Fong, a candidate for 
secretary of state, said col­ 
lecting revenue with pay Un- 
lets “ is outrageous and dis­ 
gusting.”

Moon not cheese, but 
part of it is green

turns out that thp moon is. at 
least in part, green. But it’s 
not cheese, 
it’s a mineral 
known as Dunite. 
The mineral was 'dentified 
in a rock believed to be as 
old as the moon itself. 
T h e lunar 
sample 
wa?* 
among those recovered by the 
Apollo 17 mission in 1972 
Dr. A.L. Albee of California 
Institute ot Technology said 
the rock was found among the 
200 pounds of material col­ 
lected by the Apollo 17 crew. 
Albee said the rock fragment, 
identified 
after 
morths 
of 
analysis, cxmtains a greenoh 
mineral called Dunite. 
Atomic age-dating methods 
indicated the sample was 4.6 
billion years old, generally 
thought to be the age of the 
solar system. 
Samples from earlier Apollo 
missions were thought to be 
pieces of the original moon, 
but 
atomic 
testing 
proved 


that to be incorrect. 
The Dunite sample probably 
was ripped from deep within 
ihe moon, Albee theorized, by 
a collision with a large me­ 
teor and lay on the lunar sur­ 
face for oerhaps billions of 
years 
until 
the 
astronauts 
found it. 
Dr. John A. Wood, a lunar 
geologist at the Smithsonian 
Astrophvsical Observatory in 
Cambridge, Mass., said “ one 
of the great guests of lunar 
sample analysis from the out­ 
set has been to find samples 
of the very oldest lunar mate­ 
rial that lormed right back at 
the beginning. 
“ And it never came,” he 
said. “ We kept getting these 
ages for the lunar rocks that 
corresponded to about a bil­ 
lion years after the origin of 
our solar system.” 
W o o d 
said 
the 
Dunite 
sample is similar to what 
sc ientists expect to find in the 
deep interior of the moon.

Congress has considered it 
now for 31 yean. 
Edwards, of Hawaii, first 
proposed his "perpetual ca­ 
lendar" to Congress in 1943. 
Rep. Patsy Mink (D-Hawaii) 
is the current sponsor and 
sources say it remains off the 
list of priority legislation. 
Edward’s idea would scrap 
the present calendar svatem 
which he describes as imper­ 
fect and illogical. He proposes 
a chart divided into four 
quarters of 91 days apiece, 
each quarter beginning on 
Monday and ending Sunday 
and each having two montns 
of 30 days and one of 31.

calendar 
fixes 
holi­ 
days—Christmas 
would 
al­ 
ways be on Monday, Dec. 25. 
Easter always on 
Sunday, 
April 14. His New' Year’s Day 
would be January' zero — a 
kind of non-existent day, a 
world holidav, not part of the 
month.

Charge by congressmen: 
Code on discharges 
brands ex-servicemen 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
Two Congressmen have charg­ 
ed that the mi'itarv places de­ 
rogatory codes on honorable 
discharges that release serv­ 
icemen becau e ct anything 
from "unsuitability’’ to "bed 
wetting." 
The congressmen said the 
codes "could ruin a young 
person’s life because most 
employers know what they 
mean and look for numbers 
when someone applies for a 
job.” 
Reps. Les Aspin, D-Wisc., 
and Edward Koch, D-Wash., 
‘•aid the practice was "a na­ 
tional disgrace." 
They said the military' gave 
‘honorable discharges" last 
year to more than 33,000 serv­ 
icemen, but put on the papers 
roded numbers labeling them 
unsuitable. 
Aspin said the coding "is an 


out-and-out punitive measure 
used by the military to get at 
ex-GIs who were guilty of no 
crime at all except failing to 
be model soldiers.” 
Heard Koch said the cod­ 
ing on discharges have be­ 
come public, and "the con- 
5°quent invasion of privacy 
may never end for a veteran 
with a prejudicial (designa­ 
tion)." 
Aspin said both the Selec­ 
tive Service and Veterans Ad­ 
ministration 
have 
acknow­ 
ledged m letters to him that 
the numbers are unnecessary. 
The congressmen said they 
would sponsor legislation to 
fere thp military to elimi­ 
nate the number coding to 
prevent a man from being 
"branded for life by a little 
n u m b e r that represented 
nothing more than his com­ 
mander’s personal opinion.”

have no feel for the land, for 
tillage and husbandry.

SAN FRANCISCO - (NEA) 
— It was a hell of a week for 
E d E r d e l a t z and Frank 
McCoy, hom icide detail, San 
Francisco Police D epartm ent. 


It started on a Monday m or­ 
ning and ended the next Sun­ 
day night with 
the 
largest 
num ber of reported m urders, 
10 in any seven-day period in 
the history of this* boisterous 
city. 
Eddie E rdelatz, Jr., called 
me at 1:50 p.m . on Monday. 1 
knew Eddie, Jr., w as a detec­ 
tive in homicide. Anyone who 
has w atched “ Streets of San 
Franciso” or “ M acm illan and 
Wife” or “ Ironside” -all Bay- 
based TV shows—figures it’s 
a glam orous detail. 
Eddie 
and 
F rank 
McCoy 
are a team , just like Karl 
Malden and Michael Douglas 
are fictionally. 
“ We got one,” said Ed from 
his phone at the Hall of Ju s­ 
tice 
downtown 
on 
Bryant. 
“ Pick you 
in 
10 m inutes.” 
They w ere “ on” this week, 
which m eant any m urder was 
first assigned to them . 
They drove up in a light 
blue Ford, unm arked, Frank 
at the wheel, and in a couple 
of m inutes we w ere at 1966 
Pacific, a m odern apartm ent 
b u i l d i n g overlooking San 
Francisco Bay. 


One floor up we walked into 
a sm all apartm ent. 
Already 
there w ere the coroner and a 
police photographer, two in­ 
vestigators 
from 
the 
crim e 
lab and 
Lt. 
Cliarley 
Ellis, 
homicide. 


Still in a chair in front of 
the dining room table, tilted 
grotesquely 
over 
the 
left 
arm , blood spattered all over 
his white shirt, bedroom slip­ 
pers dangling from his life­ 
less feet in a state of early 
rigor m ortis, w as the victim . 
Samuel H arry Edelm an, a re­ 
tired jew eler. 


The voilence of his death 
had spattered blood in a rain­ 
bow pattern across the ceiling 
and flung drops on furniture 
10 feet 
aw ay. A bath 
m at 
next to the chair w as soaked 
throughly red and showed the 
foot im prints of his assailant. 
An 
86-year-old 
neighbor 
unpstaris 
had 
opened 
the 
door-she 
had 
keys 
to 
the 
ap artm en t—to let in a couple 
of realtors who had an ap­ 
pointm ent 
with 
the 
victim . 
They discovered the body. 
H i s 
b 1 o o d-spotted 
eye 
glasses w ere still on the floor 
near his feet. So w ere a cou- 
pel of rings. Nothing had been 
touched by the investigators. 
“ I think he w as to rtu red ,” 
said the coroner. Dr. Ervin 
Jindrich, peering closely 
at 


the dead m an ’s head. 
“ W h a t 
do 
you 
think, 
F ran k ?” asked Lt. Ellis, who 
got there quickly because he 
was in his c a r when the dall 
cam e over the police radio. 


“ It look pretty b ad ,” said 
M c C o y . 
“ His 
throat 
is 
slashed.” 


“ This is a w hodunit,” said 
Ellis professionally. “ It’s unu­ 
sual to torture a m an in his 
own home. It’s been a bad 
m onth.” 
There w ere 17 m urders in 
San Francisco in Jan u ary , an 
all-tim e record, plus one justi­ 
fiable 
homicide. 
Since 
1968, 
with 
the advent of 
Haight- 
Ashburv and the drug scene 
and a drastic change in the 
m ores of the city, San F ran ­ 
cisco 
has 
been 
averaging 
m ore than 100 hom icides a 
year. In 1973, there w ere 103. 
T hirty per cent of them re­ 
m ain unsolved. 
(F o r contrast, in the entire 
year of 1957, there were 33 
m urders, all of them solved 
by the police.) 
/ 
This looked like it would be 
unsolved. 
The apartm ent w as a trove 
ot antiques and oil paintings, 
valuable 
china 
and 
gold- 
leafed furniture. “ Stuff’s got 
to be worth a hundred thou­ 
sand,” said the coroner. 
“ M ike,” said Ed E rdelatz 
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iu one oi une crime 
dusting 
the apartm ent 
for 
finger prints, “ did you print 
those 
two 
guys 
u n stairs?” 
They 
were the 
real 
estate 
men who had come to discuss 
the sale of a 
36-apartm ent 
unit owned by the victim . 


“ They’ll keep.” No finger 
prints showed up on the door 
casings or knobs or wooden 
surfaces. 
A 
study 
off 
the 
kitchen had been ransacked. 
There w ere also signs of dis­ 
a rra y in the bedroom . 
But 
none of the objects d’art had 


been disturbed. 
In the kitchen w as the Sun­ 
day paper, which m ight be a 
clue to time of death. Also a 
dozen oranges still in a sack. 
And an old copy of Playboy. 


A crim e lab m an found a 
passport in the study’s rubble. 
Edelm an was born Dec. 10, 
1909, in Hungary. There was 
also a will with a law yer’s 
nam e. 
Now the work begins,” said 
Lt. Ellis. He left, putting his 
young 
inspectors, 
Erdelatz 
and McCoy, in charge. 


The San Francisco Police 
D epartm ent has eight, two- 
man team s working the homi­ 
cide detail. Erdelatz, 32, and 
McCoy, 31, are the youngest, 
and 
this 
particular 
week 
t h e y 
w e r e 
possibly 
the 
busiest. 


Eddie’s 
father, 
now 
de­ 
ceased, was the head football 
coach 
at 
the 
U.S. 
Naval 
Academy and the first coach 
of the Oakland Raiders. Ed­ 
die played a year of football 
at San Jose State, quit to go

He walked a beat on North

McCoy, his partner, cam e 
on a couple cf months later. 
He’s native of the city and 
needs only one m ore sem ester 
to get his degree at the Uni­ 
versity of San Francisco. He 
jcined the force eight-and-half 
years ago, walked a beat on 
Fillm ore in the ghetto, spent 
two-and-a-half years on

MOSCOW (UP1) - At Mos­ 
cow’s Sheremetyevo Airport 
shortly after the arrival of a 
flight from the West, customs 
officers A. Sharayev and R. 
Shafaranova are on alert. 
The customs officials eye 
the fur and sheepskin coats 
worn by the W esterners, mos­ 
tly tourists. As the travelers 
wait for their baggage, some 
look around and 
ask 
ques­ 
tions. 
“When will the inspection of 
our luggage start?” one asks 
impatiently. according to the 
account in the arm y news­ 
paper Krasnaya Zvezda. 
“ Will inspection be on a se­ 
lective basis or will everyone 
be checked?" asks another, 
showing signs of nervousness. 
These are telltale signs and 
the experienced customs offi­ 
cers 
immediately 
recognize 
them, the newspaper said. 
By the time their inspection 
is finished. Sharayev and Sha­ 
faranova have done their job 
well. They found nine tourists 
who were illegally trying to 
bring in about 2.500 pieces of 
anti Soviet literature in vari­ 
ous languages of the Soviet 
Union. 
“ Certainly 
the 
travelers 
were aw are that this litera­ 
ture 
could 
not 
be 
per­ 
mitted to be brought here, but 
still they tried,” the news­ 
paper said. The customs offi- 
c e r s 
h a d 
successfully 
thwarted an attempt to “ poi­ 
son the souls of our people.” 
The newspaper did not say 
so. but the list of published 
material that travelers are 
barred from bringing into the 
Soviet Union is not limited to 
literature that is openly hos­ 
tile to the regime. 
It ranges all the way from 
Playboy 
magazine 
to 
the 
Bible and includes most West­ 
ern newspapers and maga- 
nnes and books by Soviet wri­ 
ters that have only been pub­ 
lished abroad. 
The theme of the Krasnaya 
Zvezda article was a familiar 
one to Soviet newspaper rea­ 
ders. Periodically there are 
such tales in the press extoll­ 
ing the virtues of customs in­ 
spectors and border guards 
and 
warning 
of 
foreigners 
with antiSoviet intentions. 
Of 
the 
customs 
officers. 
Krasnya Zvezda said: 
“They 
w'ork 
shoulder 
to 
»houlder 
each 
day 
demon­ 
strating vigilance not to be 
lulled by anything. In their 
important work they possess 
a strong sense of responsibil­ 
ity. high professionalism, re­ 
sourcefulness and the ability 
to make the right decision in­ 
stantly.” 
It told of another customs 
man who caught two foreig­ 
ners trying to smuggle in gold 
coins and foreign currency se­ 
creted in the soles of their 
shoes. Their awkward walk, 
as if they had flat feet, gave 
them away. 
“Customs officers at Shere­ 
metyevo are no am ateurs.” 
the report said. 
The newspaper summed up: 
“ Soviet 
hosts 
welcome 
all 
those who step over the thre­ 
shold 
with 
good 
and 
pure 
w i s h e s , 
but 
propaganda 
crooks, smugglers of all cate­ 
gories, all those who w e try­ 
ing to penetrate our country 
with evil intentions today, to­ 
morrow and always will have 
to deal with the utmost polite­ 
ness and utmost vigilance ot 
workers of Soviet frontier and 
customs services."

thoughts and was piecing to­ 
gether the diary from “ frag­ 
ments or reminiscences which 
como to mind and disappear 
right away. 
“ Very otten he cannot even 
read 
what

himself because he sees only

Housing starts rose in Febr­ 
uary 
for 
the second 
con­ 
secutive month, according to 
the Commerce 
Department, 


and federal housing 
officials 
said 
that they now 
believe 


the 
worst 
of the 
building 


slump is over. 


The department said starts 
increased by 22 per cent in 
February to an annual rate of 
1.8 million units. Construction 
of single family homes rose 
bv an even more impressive 
.20 per cent. 
Officials said this indicated 


the housing decline had “ bot­ 
tomed out.” That would be 
good news 
for the admin­ 
istration. which contends the 
current business decline will 
be mild and relatively brief 


Despit? 
optimism, 
how­ 
ever. the February housing 
starts figure was 26 per cent 
below a year earlier, when 
the uarts ran at an annual 
rate of 2.4 million units. 
The department said hous­ 
ing construction picked up in 
all regions of the country Iasi 
month with the largest gains 
being recorded in the South 
and West. 
It also said building permits 
<tood at an annual rate of 1.3 
million in February compared 
with 1.3 million in January 
This was far below the Febr­ 
uary. 1973, rate of 2.3 million 
permits.

NEW YORK (UP!) - At 
planting time, get out the gar­ 
den blueprint 
or plan you 
worked 
up 
indoors 
during 
cold weather. 
You will have at your iing- 
ertips: packets of seed', tiny 
plants from the garden center 
or grown indoors by you. You 
also may have some of the 
newer 
seeding 
things—like 
Burpee’s seed tape, available 
in 20-ioot lengths. The*e have 
seeds scientifically spaced to 
insure 
vigorous 
emergence 
and eliminates a lot of the 
thinning 
chores 
later. 
The 
tapes can be cut in quarters 
or halves. 
Another seeding thing is a 
seed stick. This looks like an 
icecream bar stick with a 
pointy end—to make it easier 
to poke it into the ground. 
The stick contains seejl. 
Ahead of time you will have 
marked off the garden ac­ 
cording to your blueprint, us­ 
ing little stakes and the cord 
or twine. 


Follow directions 


Lay out straight rows, using 
th e s t r i n g between two 
>takes. Make shallow furrows 
with a hoe or hv pressing a 
board or rake handle into the 
ground. Or you can use a tro­ 
wel tip. 
When using seed packets, 
simply follow packet direc­ 
tions. 
Horticulturists sav both I lo­ 
wers and vegetables do best 
if they are sown inside from 
six to 10 weeks ahead ol out­ 
door planting time. If inter­ 
ested in this approach, start 
seeds 
inside 
around 
mid- 
March in most cold parts of 
the country. 
More and more gardeners 
get a headstan with 'eedl- 
ings. The seedlings often are 
put in shallow wooden boxes, 
called flats, when thee have 
one or two pairs of leaves 


Some Tips 


Some gardeners put them 
in individual peat pots which 
can later be planted directly 
in the garden. As peat pots 
deteriorate 
they

dition the garden soil 


In its helpful guide. Garden­ 
ing for Pleasure, the Burpee 
people give these additional 
tips:

so tc keep soil in good con­ 
dition and kill weeds while 
they are small. 
—To conserve moisture and

ings. Black plastic mulch, de-

Auto maintenance Paint woes blamed on moisture 
hard to come by 


DETROIT

The 
gasoline shortage is keeping 
millions of Americans waiting 
in line for fuel and has not 
only increased the need for 
regular car maintenance but 
has made it harder to get 
—maintenance, that is. 


Does your service station 
attendant still check the oil, 
battery 
and 
tire 
pressure? 
Many motorists are having to 
perform 
these 
tasks 
them­ 
selves now that gas stations 
are busy doing little else than 
pumping gasoline. 
With spring at hand and 
gasoline still in tight supply, 
the need for a properly tuned 
car is more important than 
e v e r . 
Automotive experts 
agree, that a car badly out of 
tune can waste gasoline —as 
much as 20 per cent of a tan­ 
kful. 
Most cars should be tuned 
once a year or every 10,000 to 
12.000 miles depending on the 
type of driving — heavy stop- 
and-go or 
high-speed 
high­ 
way driving. But in between, 
there are many things the av­ 
erage 
motorists 
should 
be 
checking, 
especially 
if 
his 
service station is too busy. 


T une-up heads list 


This includes such routine 
maintenance as checking eng- 
i n e 
oil 
and transmission 
fluids, battery and radiator 
water levels, belts and hoses, 
tire pressures and lubrication. 
These are relatively simple 
things your owner's manual 
will explain. 
But there are a lot of jobs 
the 
average 
motorist 
still 
won’t want to handle himself. 
Heading the list, whether it’s 
spring or fall, is an engine 
tune-up. The tune-up remains 
one of the most important 
maintenance 
services 
per­ 
formed on your car. 
A major tune-up should be­ 
gin with an instrument eva­ 
luation of the electrical sys­ 
tems, smog control devices, 
valve performance and the 
compression in each cyclin- 
der. Many of the larger serv­ 
ice centers now perform this 
evaluation with the help of 
computers. 
The parts most often re­ 
placed in a 
maior tune-up 


are; the contact set (points), 
spark plugs, condenser, rotor, 
PCV valve, air filter and fuel 
filter. 
If 
needed, 
the dis­ 
tributor cap should be 
re­ 
placed. 


Keep plugs clean 
The mechanic may also ad­ 
just the valves and clean the 
carburetor. 
After 
replacing 
the needed parts, a tune-up is 
completed by adjusting the 
carburetor and engine tim­ 
ing. 
A minor tune-up usually in­ 
cludes 
inspecting, 
cleaning 
and readjusting the tune-up 
parts. 
The main part of that tune- 
up just described involved the 
ignition system where the po­ 
wer of the battery is trans­ 
lated into the spark plug to 
ignite the fuel. 
An ignition system that pro­ 
duces a healthy spark at each 
cylinder at exactly the right 
time helps get the maximum 
mileage out of each gallon of 
fuel and minimizes emissions. 
Boron Oil Co. engineers say 
one misfiring plug in an 8-cy­ 
linder engine can rob it of po­ 
wer and waste as much as 
one gallon of gasoline out of 
every 20 gallons. 
Electronic system read) 
While you’re in for the tu- 
neup, you might want to con­ 
sider having one of those new 
electronic ignition systems in­ 
stalled if your car is a la- 
temodel that doesn’t have one 
as standard equipment. They 
replace the contact points and 
condenser and help deliver a 
more potent voltage to the 
spark plug. 
The electronic ignition sys­ 
tem is no better than a prop­ 
erly tuned, contact point igni­ 
tion system, but it doesn't 
deteriorate like the point sys­ 
tem does since there are no 
moving parts to wear out. A 
point system begins to wear 
out as soon as the parts begin 
moving and 
should 
be 
re­ 
placed at each tune-up. 
Besides improving mileage, 
there are the added benefits 
of longer spark plug life, fas­ 
ter starts and fewer tuneups 
as a result of installing the 
electronic ignition. There are 
five or six on the market that 
can be installed b\ a mechan­ 


ic and run between S70 and 
$150. 
Here are some of the other 
things that should be done at 
this time of year; 
—Check the operation of the 
air conditioning system. 
—Check the exhaust 
sys­ 
tem. 
—Remove snow tires and 
rotate the entire set. 
—Check the brakes, brake 
fluid and brake lines. 
—Test the battery strength. 
—Lubricate and change the 
oil and oil filter. 
Visual 
checks 
should 
in­ 
clude inspections for leaks in 
the 
radiator, 
transmission, 
c r a n k c a s e and hydraulic 
brake lines; frayed electrical 
connections; defective shock 
absorbers; abnormal wear in ; 
steering 
linkage 
and 
ball : 
joints; worn or missing lubr- I 
ication seals; worn or loose 
f a n 
belts; 
and 
defective 
radiator and heater hoses. 
Waiting hurts engine 
The Automotive Information 
Council (AIC) warns that the 
fact that cars are being dri­ 
ven fewer miles during the 
gasoline 
shortage does 
not 
lessen 
—in f act. 
increases 
—the need to pay attention to 
routine maintenance. 
Waiting in long lines for 
gasoline often means allowing 
the engine to idle for long pe­ 
riods. shortening the life of 
the engine unless it is prop­ 
erly maintained. Allowing the 
engine to idle for any sus­ 
tained period causes fouling 
of the spark plugs and has­ 
tens the formation of harmful 
carbon deposits in the engine 
and sludge in the oil. 
Contributing to the problem, 
savs the AIC, is the fact that 
many 
motorists 
no 
longer 
have the extra gasoline for 
long trips or the traditional 
S u n d a y drive —either of 
which helps remove at least 
some of the carbon build-up. 
Until automotive engineers 
come up with an alternative 
to the 
internal 
combustion 
engine that now powers our 
cars, 
only 
proper 
mainte­ 
nance will make sure it deliv­ 
ers 
as 
much 
power 
and 
economy that present emis- 
sion-control devices will al­ 
low. 


I he average exterior paint 
job. which can ccst from $500 
to $1,000 or more depending 
on the size of your house, 
should last from three to five 
years. 
It you notice blistering and 
peeling before then on wood 
siding surfaces or in areas 
under the eaves (soffits), it 
may not be the fault of the 
painter or the paint. 
According to Alcan Alumi­ 
num 
Corporation, 
moisture 
may be the villain and it may 
come from a roof or gutter 
leak or water vapor escaping 
from inside the house. 
In cold weather, especially, 
Alcan says, water vapor from 
inside the house pushes out- 
w-ard through the wood siding 
till it reaches the underside of 
the exterior paint. There it 
can condense and gradually 
force through the paint film 
to cause blisters and paint 
peeling. 


What to do? Many buyers 
of new homes elect to have 
aluminum siding installed ini­ 
tially. Others, owners of exist­ 
ing homes in relatively good 
condition, have aluminum sid­ 
ing, accessories, gutters, lea­ 
ders. soffits and fascia in­ 
stalled when repainting time 
arrives. 


Alcan explains that alumi­ 
num 
siding has ventilating 
slots in the bottom of each 
panel to allow moisture to es­ 
cape and to permit air circu-

Would you please comment 
on epilepsy? What causes it? 
Can there be a good future 
for him? What kind of work 
w-ould be more 
suitable?

imagine he will need training. 
I am 
sure God 
loves 
this 
young man and feel 1974 will 
be a better year for him, es­ 
pecially 
since 
his 
seizures 
have been controlled. 


DEAR 
READER

Whe­ 
ther God 
loves 
this 
young 
man or not, it sounds like you 
do. He is moct fortunate to 
have someone 'ike you for a 
friend. 
It depresses me to see any­ 
one discriminated against be­ 
cause of a medical problem. 
Of course, there are circums­ 
tances where a person can’t 
work at some jobs because cf 
the danger to his own health 
or to others. But, there are so 
many 
job 
situations 
where 
this doesn’t apply. Often the 
medically handicapped indivi­ 
dual’s greatest obstacle to a 
good life is the ignorance and 
prejudicial attitude of many 
members of our society. 
Epilepsy can be a handicap, 
but it depends entirely upon 
how severe the problem 
is 
and how wrell controlled it is. 
You are right, most cases can 
be managed so that seizures 
are rare, if they occur at all. 
There are even new methods 
which show’ promising results 
of controlling or preventing a 
seizure by electrical means. 
Let me say at once that 
many qualified 
people have 
had epilepsy. Both Julius Cae­ 
sar and Alexander the Great 
had this problem. Need I say 
more? If this man’s problem 
is well controlled, he could do 
any 
number of 
jobs, 
from 
manual labor to executive po­ 
sitions that he might be quali­ 
fied for. He could enter the 
health 
field, 
law. 
teaching, 
farming or just about any­ 
thing. 
Because of the uncertainty 


of a seizure and the safety 
factors involved, It would be 
unwise to attempt to hold a 
job as a pilot or a bus driver, 
or sim ilar occupation.. 


The cause of epilepsy 
in 
most cases is unknown. The 
mechanism is that a spot in 
the brain is capable of giving 
off large voltage discharges. 
When this happens, it is like 
having an electrical storm in 
the brain. The various regions 
of the brain are stimulated in 
an 
irregular 
fashion. 
This 
s t i m u l a t e s the cells that 
cause the arms, legs and oth­ 
er muscles to contract, caus­ 
ing the convulsion. 


Sometimes this 
overactive 1 
spot is caused from a scar 
from a head.injury. Rarely it 
may be 
associated 
with 
a 
brain tumor, but usually it oc­ 
curs with no apparent reason. 


But, 
whatever the 
cause, 
such 
attacks 
can 
be 
con­ 
trolled or helped medically in 
most 
cases so these people 
can live a happy normal life. 
The rest is usually up to the 
individual and the problems 
created by society.

Prado Museum, home of one 
of the world’s greatest art 
treasures, is fighting a two 
front war— against air pollu­ 
tion and against critics of its 
modernization plans. 
Pollution threatens to dam­ 
age the thousands of priceless 
paintings hung or stored in 
the museum. Plans for pro- 
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vidinji 
uncontaminated 
sur­ 
roundings 
for 
the 
treasure 
have stirred strong reactions 
from urban conservationists. 
Probably the country’s top 
tour Ft attraction, the 153-year- 
old 
building 
stands 
in 
the 
most 
contaminated 
pan 
of 
one of the world’s most coti- 
t a m i n a t e d cities. Without 
equipment 
for air purifica­ 
tion. temperature and humid- 
it v 
control, 
pollution 
has 
gradually eaten away at the 
works of Spanish. 
Flemish 
and Dutch masters. 
Visitors 
in 
recent 
years 
have noted many paintings 
dulled and dirtied and some, 
such as Goya’s "The Family 
of Carlos IV." Bosch’s "The 
Garden of Delights” and F.l 
Greco’s "Ressurection” , flak­ 
ing or scarred by alarming 
cracks. 
"If something 
isn’t 
done 
soon, our paintings are going 
to suffer 
irreparable 
dam­ 
age,” the Museum’s director. 
Xavier Salas, warned as long 
as two years ago. 
Monarchist ABC. the capit- 
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al’s biggest newspaper, has 
called the situation "anguish­ 
ing.”

concluded: 
"The Prado is crumbling.” 
Last summer the govern­ 
ment finally took action. In a 
session chaired by Chief of 
State Francisco Franco, the 
cabinet approved a 750 mil­ 
lion peseta ($13 million) pro­ 
gram .o expand and moder­ 
nize the Prado. 
The plan called for a build­ 
ing just behind the main one.

Tapestries make 
a big comeback 


NEW YORK (UP!) - Tap­ 
estry. which has had its ups 
and downs of popularity dur­ 
ing its 3,500-vear history, is 
enjoying a comeback in muse­ 
ums, offices and homes as the 
result of Americans’ new fas­ 
cination with handcrafts. 
The monumental medieval 
tapestry 
show 
currently 
at 
the Metropolitan Museum, or­ 
ganized in cooperation with 
the 
National 
Museums 
of 
France, and the exhibition of 
works designed by the con­ 
tem porary Spanish artist, Jo­ 
sef Grau-Garriga, at the Los 
Angeles County Museum, un­ 
derscore 
the 
coast-to-coast 
passion for wool on the wall. 
G o o d antique tapestries 
generally carry 
five figure 
pricetags and are too big for 
practical use by even those 
collectors 
who 
can 
afford 
t h e m . 
Modern 
tapestries, 
however, cost no more than 
handloomed Oriental rugs and 
can be commissioned to fit 
any wallspace. 
“There’s a tremendous in­ 
terest 
in 
contemporary 
ta­ 
pestries as there is in all han­ 
dwork. especially for corpo- 
r a t e 
offices 
and 
modem 
homes where wall hangings 
soften the hard effect of con­ 
struction m aterials,” said Lee 
Naiman 
of 
Tapestry 
Asso­ 
ciates. 
a 
M anhattar 
firm 
which 
sells 
tapestries 
by 
American, European and Can­ 
adian designers. 
“ Unlike 
paintings, 
which 
reflect light, tapestries absorb 
light, are warm and invite 
touch. People love them as 
art, but they also are good in­ 
vestments as is any good art 
today.” 
Aubusson techniuue 
M o s t 
con tern porary 
ta- 
cestries are woven by the Au­ 
busson technique, which was 
perfected in France in the 
14th Century, and are priced 
from $500 to $5,000 and up de­ 
pending on size and the repu­ 
tation of the artist. By U.S. 
and French law. the number 
of copies of anv taoestrvr des­ 
ign must be limited to six 
plus two artist’s proofs 
to 
qualify as an original work of 
art. 
Medieval tapestries, 
noted 
for bold design and arresting 
c o l o r , 
were 
created 
by 
anonymous artists, while ta­ 
pestries of the 17th to 19th 
Centuries often 
were 
mere 
characterless conies of naint- 
i n g s 
or 
cartoons 
(design 
sketches) by famous artists. 
It was not until the 1920s that 
French 
artist 
Jean 
Lurcat 
m ade tapestry a truly indi­ 
vidualistic 
medium 
for 
ar­ 
tists, with emphasis on roug­ 
her textures and brilliant co­ 
lors. 
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Lurcat and a group of his 
friends revived 
the art of 
tapestry' 
at 
Aubusson, 
the 
traditional 
French 
looming 
capital, at the behest of the 
French 
government 
in 
the 
late 
1930s. 
Now, 
Aubusson 
weavers turn out some 1,000 
t a p e s t r i e s annually, con­ 
centrating on designs by stel­ 
lar artists—Louise Nevelson, 
R o a e r t Motherwell. Ftank 
Stella, Helen Frankenthaler, 
Alexander Calder, Jean Arp, 
and Man Ray. 
Now, 
there 
are 
tapestry 
studios 
in 
virtually 
every 
Western country where skilled 
weavers 
turn 
out 
about 
a 
square yard of tapestry 
a 
month, working under the di­ 
rection 
of the artists. 
The 
Japanese are the most recent 
entry in the field. There are 
some artists who weave their 
own arrases, but they are 
rare. 
Adele Siegel, who arranged 
the 
Grau-Garriga exhibition 
and was the first New York 
dealer to 
specialize in 
ta­ 
pestries at her Arras Gallary 
s i n c e 
1970, 
is 
especially 
drawn to avant-garde artists 
who dare to combine jute, ny­ 
lon. cotton, silk, metal and 
wood with wool. Experim enta­ 
tion in high relief has given 
tapestry the third dimension 
of depth, triggering a logical 
trend toward moving soft, con­ 
struction 
tapestries 
off the 
wall and into the middle of 
the room. 


Non-objectively speaking 


“ Less 
painterly 
qualities 
are apparent in the newer 
works,” Mrs. Siegel observed. 
“The techniques available to 
the artist in expressing him­ 
self seem boundless, once the 
basics are m astered. The me­ 
dium is beginning to speak, 
but there is still a lot of grop­ 
ing.” 
The designs of Lurcat and 
his disciples mainly were fi- 
gural. but since the Hung­ 
arian painter Victor Vaserelv 
turned to tapestry about 1950. 
there has been an overwhelm­ 
ing emphasis on non-objective 
design. 
Vaserely, 
France's 
Sonia Delaunay and Brazil’s 
Jean Gillon work in geomet­ 
ries. America’s June Wayne 
a n d S y l v i a Carewe and 
France’s Andre Vilar in abst­ 
ractions, and Poland’s Teresa 
Muszynka, 
Yugoslavia’s 
la- 
goda Buie and Grau-Garriga 
in freeform creations. 
‘ ‘ G r a u-Garriga’s tapestries 
are 
all 
one-of-a-kind, 
since 
you 
couldn't 
possibly 
repr­ 
oduce them in multiplicity,” 
Mrs. 
Siegel said. 
“ His 
ta­ 
pestries are shaggy, ropy and 
have holes in them, and are 
r e m o v e d stylistically from 
medieval tapestries by cen­ 
turies, but they are created 
on looms 
sim ilar to those 
used by medieval weavers ” 
Mrs. Siegel said Grau-Gar- 
riga’s tapestries have tripled 
in price since she began exhi-

Market chains 
seek support for 
new price system

BOSTON (UPI) - Large 
supermarket 
chains 
across 
the country are mounting a 
drive for consumer support of 
a new pricing system which 
eventually will eliminate indi­ 
vidual price tags from m ar­ 
ket items. 
The 
drive 
has 
included 
demonstrations 
of the 
new 
technique sponsored by the 
National Association of Food 
Chains, based in Washington, 
D.C. 
The association, which rep­ 
resents 
250 
large 
chains, 
recently footed the bill for a 
number of consumer repre­ 
sentatives to view the new 
system in Raleigh, N.C. Also 
attending, but paying her own 
way, was President Nixon’s 
consumer 
adviser 
Virginia 
Knauer. 
The new pricing system will 
leave supermarket shoppers 
facing prices marked only on 
the shelves, not on the pro­ 
ducts themselves. Some Mas­ 
sachusetts consumer groups 
are now planning a series of 
boycotts to block the new pro­ 
gram. 
Barbara McBridge, a spo­ 
keswoman for the food chain 
group, confirmed 
that 
con­ 
sumer groups were flown to 
Raleigh. She said she didn’t 
want “to give the impression 
it was a junket or anything. 
We just wanted to allay the 
f e a r s of these consumer 
groups," she said. 
Under 
the 
new 
system, 
which so far has been used on 
a trial basis in the Northeast 
and Midwest, all products are 
marked with a graphic design 
rather than a price.

The owners also note the 
system should cut down on 
mistakes by checkout clerks 
and speed up the checkout 
process markedlv.
